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REPORT. 



REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the Royal 
University of Ireland, for the Year ended 31st March 1885; prepared and 
submitted for the Information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the Royal 
University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Viet. c. 52, s. 2). 



1. The cost of Administration during any one year is fixed, by Chapter VIII. of the 
Statutes of the University, not to exceed 5,500 1 The total Expenditure for that 
Service during the year now completed has been 3,836/. 10s. 2d., as against 
3,456 Z. 1 s. 2 <1. last year. 



2. Tho general Expenditure for Examinations has amounted to 9,774 1. 19 s. 5 d., as 
against 8,222 l. 19 s. 7 d. last year ; and that for Rewards to 3,328 Z. 12 s. 3 d., as against 
2,350 Z. 10 s. 9 d. last year. 



3. The sum of 9,911 l. 8 s. 9 d. has, duving the year, been invested in the purchase of 
3,000 Z. Bank of Ireland Stock. This sum, together with that of 16,261 1. 5 s. 6 d. 
invested during 1883-84 in the purchase of 5,000/. Bunk of Ireland Stock, makes the 
total amount held by the Royal University to reach 8,000/., and a certificate to that effect 
from the bauk authorities has been furnished to me. 



4. Under the provision contained in Section 1 of. the Act, the Royal University of 
Ireland received from the Irish Land Commission, during the year ended 31st March 
1885, the sum of 20,000 /., in two moieties of 10,000 /. each.
